The very enumeration of this inspirM a bewildered 
world with new hope in o final deliverance and an ultimate victory. The sanctification of loute 
by prayer and penance; unsbakeable fidelity to Christ and His Church: action lor peace ai^ 
defense^ of the holy places; defense of the church against the attacks of her enemies; renwol 
of faith for the wayward infidels, and Ckidless. and the pracUce of social loshce and chanty to 
the poor/' 

Such is the program instituted by the Vicar al Christ lor the strengthening of the Ch^ch 
and the correction of social iUs through a crusade of prayer, penance, and good “

she probcted dire and fearful conseguonces to the world if the ^ ^ ™ 

repar^on were not made. Even as we write, the lowering threat of atheistic Co^unism 
gr^s in volume, intensity and violence. Hall of Europe and most of Asia have fallen under 
toe domination of Moscow, and everywhere in the Democratic world the agents of Communism 
are at work, weakening the structure oi our free governments. 

As we cherish the blessings of our Holy Religion, as we prise the possession our 
political and personal liberty guaranteed by Democracy, as wo honour toe Vicar of Christ. 
Assumption students without exception will show themselves both prompt and TOger m their 
response to the caU ot too Holy Father. By contributing each his share to the crusade of 
pra™r. penance and good works. Assumption men will not only enrich ‘>Y ihe 

disposal, that most desirable and. namely, the Peace ot Christ in the Reign of Chrtat. 
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Assumption might well sing praises to the little town of Tiginish, Prince 
Edward Island. For it was there that our beloved Bishop Nelligan was born, 
and it was there that he remained during his childhood to receive his grade 
school education. Prince of Wales High School, in Charlottetown, the capital 
of P.E.L, was next to mould the character of this likeable youth. Afterwards 
he moved on to teach school in Prince Edward Island and thence to 
Saskatchewan. 

After completion of his classical course. His Excellency received his 
Bachelor of Arts degree from St. Dunstan's University at Charlottetown, in 
affiliation with Laval University. He entered Grand Seminary, Quebec City, 
and was ordained a priest on June 7th, 1925, taking with him a degree of 
Doctor of Divinity. Once again, the young priest went west and was appointed 
assistant to Cardinal McGuigan at St. Joseph's Cathedral in Edmonton and 
succeeded him as Rector and Vicar-General of the Archdiocese. He remained 
at the Cathedral until October 28, 1937, when he was consecrated a Bishop 
and installed as Bishop of Pembroke on November 10th, 1937. In October 
1939, he was appointed Principal Chaplain R.C. of the three services, home 
and overseas. The last year of World War Two, the Spring of 1945, saw the 
illustrious Bishop and Principal Chaplain resign both appointments on account 
of illness. Divine Providence smiled generously upon Assumption College 
when February 1947 came. For it was then, that we received Bishop Nelligan. 

His affable manner, ready smile, dignified appearance, and profound 
humility have won for him a cherished spot in the hearts of those graduating 
from Assumption this year. We cannot help but be slightly envious of the 
underclassmen who yet have a year or more to witness his personal and 
unpretentious charm and the prestige which His Excellency endows upon the 
college. May Gcd continue to keep him here for years, so that others may 
become fortunately subject to his guidance and enlightenment. Where Bishop 
Nelligan is concerned, our admiration knows no bounds; our memory no 
forgetfulness.

A school that does not place an "habitual vision of greatness" before her 
students fails to provide something essential to their educotion. Character- 
training is not enough. There must be a vision in the light of which the 
character of men is to be shaped. A boy who is training to be a doctor, should 
have the vision of Health and the great healers of the world put before him 
constantly; a boy who is interested in government should hove always before 
him the vision of wise government and the great statesmen of history. Such 
visions teach a boy what medicine and surgery are, what good government 
is and what virtues he as a doctor or governor must have to succeed. These 
visions set the purpose of the boy*s study and give him incentive to reach 
the desired goal. In a word, the vision makes a boy know what intellectual 
and moral virtues he must have to take his place in life. 

The forces that move the world are informed and disciplined by the 
intellect, but they ore not in themselves intellectual. The moving force is the 
"vision". Nazi Germany and Communistic Russia showed their strength and 
appeal to their followers because of their "vision" of happy Utopias lying 
behind their atheistic, materialistic and statistic philosophy of life. Our own 
Western Culture is floundering, "wandering between two worlds," because it 
has lost its "vision". We cannot stop the advance of Communism till our 
vision returns to what is stronger than hate, mightier than war, and more 
permanent and spiritual than man-made Utopia's. 

What is the "habitual vision of Greatness" that Assumption College holds 
up to the view of the men she is trying to train? It is the vision of the God- 
Man dying through love of men, to prove that men are "bought at a great 
price"; it is the vision which shows the inestimable worth and dignity of the 
individual man; it is the vision which prompts man to love God and his 
fellow-man; that makes men and women strive for human perfection by 
becoming saints; it is the vision that intelligent and lovable Christianity unfolds 
before those who have time to give it contemplation.

A peculiar mingling of joy and sadness enveloped the hearts of Assump¬ 
tion men when, on November 1949, the Superior General of the Congregation 
of St. Basil, announced that Father J. F. Murphy, Registrar of Assumption 
College, had been appointed President of the proposed new St. John Fisher 
College in Rochester, New York, and was to assume his new duties imme¬ 
diately. 

Father Murphy was born in Woodslee, Ontario, the son of Mrs. Ellen M. 
Murphy and the late Patrick J. Murphy. Always keenly interested in athletics, 
he played baseball in his younger days in the county league. He came to 
Assumption in 1927 where the active youth acquired the position of an out¬ 
fielder on the college baseball team and an associate editorship of college 
publications. In 1931, he received his B.A. degree and then entered St. Basil's 
Novitiate in Toronto. He entered the Ontario College of Education in 1932 
and simultaneously began his theological studies for the priesthood. Father 
Murphy was ordained a Basilian Father on December 21, 1935. 

St. Michael's College, Toronto, obtained the young priest in 1936; later 
he became head of the English Department of Aquinas Institute, Rochester, 
New York. He pursued his post-graduate work at the University of Toronto 
and Ottawa U., receiving his M.A. at Ottawa in 1942. Then, in 1944, he 
obtained his Ph. D. degree "magna cum laude" at Ottawa, writing as his 
thesis, "Francis Thompson, a Catholic Poet of Nature". Later in 1944, he 
came to Assumption College and succeeded his brother. Rev. J. Stanley 
Murphy, as registrar here. 

For those five years from 1944-49, this priest with the shining personality 
dominated the registrar's office, making it the effervescent hub of the college. 
His first vocation is indeed to God; his second, to make others happy. As a 
Basilian his bank account is zero but his safety deposit vault is overflowing 
with the rich rewards of innumerable friendships, namely, prayers, admir¬ 
ation, and respect. 

On the especial behalf of the graduates of 1950 of Assumption College 
and Holy Name College, and also of the underclassmen, we submit this 
offering of a page in our yearbook as a humble acknowledgement of our 
gratitude for him and his countless efforts on our behalf. 

Knowing Father Murphy as we do, we feel sure that he will appreciate 
this testimonial for more than any other material token this planet could 
devise. The class of 1950 will not forget him as a powerful example of how 
to get along with God and with man, and as we go onward, we can be 
certain that somewhere at some time. Father Murphy will be remembering 
us in his petitions to heaven. He may be sure that the actipn wi’l be mutual. 
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It is a happy coincidence which brings our graduation in this year 1950 
marking the close of the first half of the twentieth century. And thus it invites 
us, much more than it has so many other classes, to look at the past, and to 
the future, 

'The World Has Become Smaller/' No statement about the last 50 years 
is more widely accepted; few are more misleading. In one sense, distance 
has been shortened by spread of industrial techniques, highspeed travel and 
virtually instantaneous communication. But in a more important sense, dis¬ 
tance has been lengthened by rising nationalism, trade barriers, and sharply 
opposed ideologies. 

We see that man has been seeking to improve his knowledge and living 
standards. Let us not fall behind in this Crusade, but join with our knowledge 
and training, the product of four fruitful years at Assumption. This year Our 
Holy Father, Pius XIL has summoned the faithful from every nation to the 
City of the Apostles Peter and Paul, as an act of reparation and of expiation 
for the sins of the World. The message of Lourdes was primarily one of 
penance, that of Fatima, too, was that men must do penance if the world 
is to be saved from impending evil. And this too is the appeal which Our 
Holy Father makes to the Catholic world, and his intention for the Holy Year. 

Our Student Council stands as an example of the democracy, with which 
our Lord has blessed our lands. We have had a full year here at Assumption, 
it has been one to remember, with its variety of study, examinations, and 
sports, highlighted by very colorful and enjoyable dances. In time to come, 
we shall look back to this memorable year, with sincere gratitude to those 
who have worked to train us, and to our classmates, whose understanding 
and loyalty might well be standard of fellowship which the world is looking 
for today. 

I am very thankful to have been able to have worked with such fine men 
as you have had on your Student Council. They have done their best for 
each and every student at Assumption College. It is my hope that in years 
to come they will continue their fine leadership. 

In bidding one adieu to Assumption, we must not fail to express our 
abiding sense of gratitude to the Rev. President Father O'Loone, to the mem¬ 
bers of the staff, to the officers of the various student groups, whose efforts 
have made our stay at Assumption so pleasant and profitable. Nor do we 
forget our debt to our Parents whose sacrifices made our education possible, 
and to our friends who have encouraged us on our way. If I, as the retiring 
President of the S,A.C. might venture to sum up the message of Assumption, 
I should turn to that basic principle of Christian conduct announced by Our 
Lord when He said “Seek ye therefore first the kingdom of God and His 
Justice and all these things will be added unto you",

The 1949-50 season was indeed an ignominious one lor the Assumption 
College Dramatic Society, Since there was no presentation of any vehicle 
which might be termed ''dramatic'' legitimately, it would seem as though the 
club actually did not function al alL Such, however, was not the case. 

In November of 1849, Assumption College presented the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operetta, "The Mikado/' Although this is obviously a musical pro¬ 
duction, it was sponsored by the Assumption College Dramatic Club. In view 
of this fact, it was impossible for the Club to present a truly dramatic offering 
during the fall season. Obviously, those members who had joined the 
organization for the sake of drama began to lose interest and the membership 
fell alarmingly.

With the formation of the Assumption College Biological Society we 
have added another page to the development and progress of Assumption 
College. Although there was a St. Luke's Pre-Medical Society a few years 
agoi this club is the first of its kind in the field of biology. 

The prime com of the club is the development of scientific technique in 
the study of biology. We hope to give to those who are really interested in 
the subject an opportunity to exercise their abilities outside of the regular 
labs by attempting experiments mostly on their own capabilities. 

The very first project of the club was an attempt by three prominent 
junior acheologists and osteologists, Roy Aston, Ed. Kolb and Bill Richards 
to skeletonize the remains of a once proud Indian maiden. The complete set 
of bones were obtained by the members from a neighbour of the school who 
had excavated them in his basement. At present the maiden lies in state 
in the museum of the Science Building. 

The main project of the club, however, was microtechnique which is the 
process whereby animal and plant issues are sliced, stained and placed on 
glass slides ready for microscopical examination. The club secured a cat 
from which all the necessary tissues were obtained. We are quite proud of 
our slides for they have been approved by members of the faculty for use 
in zoology, histology, and comparative anatomy laboratories. 

We, the members of the club, extend our sincere thanks and gratitude 
to our moderator Father A. J. Grant, who has done everything possible to 
make our club a success. We hope that we have established the nucleus 
for the further development of a club of which the school may be rightfully 
proud.

The oflicer training program at universities has been functioning now for 
three and a half years, insofar as the Army is concerned. The scheme, there¬ 
fore. can be adequately assessed. 

The assessment shows that the C.O,T.C. program across Canada is suc¬ 
cessful and is producing trained officers for the Active Force, the Reserve 
Force, and the Supplementary Reserve with a reasonable expenditure of the 
taxpayer's dollar. In 1950, for example, the strength of C.O.T.C. will be 
approximately 2500 cadets. 

These cadets, drawn from the various universities, receive training at 
Active Force schools of instruction in various parts of Canada, depending 
upon their Corps affiliation. The standard of instruction and the equipment 
used is the same for the cadets during their training periods as it is for the 
Active Force soldiers and officers during the rest of the yeor. 

The C.O.T.C. program, apart from the military training given, also gives 
the candidates excellent training in leadership and cooperation with others 
which are of considerable value in any walk of life they may choose after 
graduation. It also permits undergraduates to acquaint themselves with 
students of other Canadian universities from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The C.O.T.C. at Western, with its detachments at Assumption and 
Waterloo Colleges, is the only organization in the University which actively 
links the three main campuses. As such, it is a valuable link between the 
parent organization in London and the affiliates. Graduocles of the C.O.T.C.

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Basing its motives on the fact that a thorough and well-rounded knowledge 
of German can only be attained by a constant repetition and application of 
the Vocabulary, the 1949-50 German Club aided its members in acquiring 
better fluency and a more comprehensive picture of the German language* 
Under the capable direction of Father Weileri meetings were held every 
Monday evening for forty-five minutes in the upper club room. During the 
year the club carried out a number of projects which considerably aided the 
members to clearer comprehension of German* 

Repetition is the key to any language* Having once acquired the funda¬ 
mentals of its grammar, one increases in the knowledge of a language only 
as his vocabulary in that language increases. Therefore, the German Club, 
aware of this canon of lingual study, endeavoured to meet this need through 
the presentation of recorded German vocabulary and sentences. This same 
type of record was used by the government during the past war to train secret 
service agents and other allied groups. Along with the records is a manual 
whereby the listener can follow the records and see the words written in 
German print with proper pronunciation included* Father Weiler commented 
several times during the year that these records had helped the students 
both in vocabulary and pronunciation* 

In addition, to further the appUcation of vocabulary and increase the 
fluency of the students in German, the club members were given conversational 
handbooks and during the latter port of the school year, engaged in German 
conversation, a necessity if one is to master the language. 

Finally^ the club was visited several times by Father K, Moullioxi, a German 
speaking priest from Jugoslavia, who related some of his experiences to the 
group in German. 

All in all this past year has been one of much activity in the German 
Club and we look forward to bigger and better things next year*

The purpose of 
the Assembly Committee as the caption signifies, is to organize the Student 
Body for important occasions, and so no one falls into deep slumber, to provide 
some entertainment. Before each assembly the committee consisting of Dan 
McLelland, Tom Harrington, Wally Romano, Chuck Becker, Nick Lacyk, and 
the before mentioned Mike Herniak had to secure permission ior the use of 
the gym, procure suitable entertainment, organize the programme, obtain 
speakers, publicize the assembly, and direct it. Mike Herniak was the cog 
around which the network revolved. One of the best assemblies was the 
Pre-Christmas Assembly. In it, Fr. O'Loane, president of the college, gave a 
brief message to the student body. John Metcalf sang a la Jolson, Claude 
Arnold recited a notable presentation of the "Night Before Christmas". 
Accompanying was the Assumption High School Band under the baton of 
Mr. Frank Menechetti, M. Mus. 

The best available talent was always brought to Assumption by Mike 
Herniak and the committee even if it meant going to get them by car. 
Among these were Tony Ginter, noted Windsor violinist; Mary 
talented pianist, and a group of musicians and singers from W. D. Lowe 
Vocational School. From Assumption College we also had Renda and 
McGuire, comedy team; John Collins, pianist, and many others. In one year 
the Assembly Committee has grown from holding small assemblies to con¬ 
ducting large ones and bringing outside talent, for the good of the entire 
college. We hope that the Assembly Committee of 1950-51 has just as 
successful a year if not better. 
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In 1949. Assumption returned to the Junior O.R.F.U. competition by winning seven games in 
eight. The Raiders took the District and Junior O.R.F.U. titles but were unsuccessful in their 
attempt to seize the Ontario crown. 

During the regular season, the Raiders chalked up a magnificent record by defeating A.K.O. 
7-5 and 7-0; Point Edward 17-1 and 31-4; and. Sarnia 13-8 and 29-0. Two playoff contests saw 
the Raiders defeat the Hamilton Tigers 18-1 for the Junior O.R.F.U. crown but bowing out 
before the Wildcats and surrendering to them the Ontario championship. 

The coach. Frank DeMarco, was an inspiration to his team throughout the entire season 
if he worked his players hard, he worked himself even harder. He carried on capably his dual 
duties as professor and head football coach. Frank was given some very able assistance by 
Bill "Sonny" Kohlman—perhaps one of the finest linemen ever to wear the Purple colors. Bill 
did an excellent job with the line and thus enabled the backs developed by Frank to cover over 
many opposing yards. The squad was made up principally of freshmen although interspersed 
among them were a number of veteran players - -namely, co captams, Freddy McEwan and Tino 
Baggio, the former a fine and accomplished passer and kicker, the latter a tower of strength in 
the line both offensively and defensively; Sol Sigal. who played a lot of football in the middle 
of the opposer’s backfield; Bill Guilfoyle. who was outstanding at end; Alf Toldo. Phil Schmidt 
and Bill Mathews, who proved to be capable of playing almost anywhere in the line. Among 
the freshmen, it was Bill Pataky and Gino Fracas "Mr. Outside" and "Mr. Inside" respectively, 
who carried a big load in the backfield; the fine quarterbacking of Ray Truant and Willie 
Greenwood; George Fitzgerald and Bruno Bilkowski for excellent line backing; inside. Carl Renda. 
who with the assistance of middle Sol Bluestone. could probably move a mountain; and. our 
excellent pass catcher Gerry McGuire. We must not forget the playing of Stan Hayes, Joe Anter. 
Ray Donahue, Curran. Jim Hester. Morley Fortier. Walt Harasym. John Arris. Mike Vorkapich. 
Junior Soltes. Zip Scherger. Tom Sharkey and Ed Schmeer; these are the fellows who all turned 
in magnificent games.

For it was this 
quartet, along with this year's ccrptain Tom O'Hara, which had gone on to 
the Dominion Finals the previous year. 

However, after “Red" decided to make the best of the predicament, he 
soon realized that he had the potential material for another truly great team.

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Christian Culture Jtward Medallist 

of 1950 

Pictured above is PAUL DOYON, blind pianist and organist and composer 
of Montreal, Quebec, recipient of the 1950 Christian Culture Award Medal, 
annuol’y bestowed on "some outstanding lay exponent of Christian ideals . 
The award, an outgrowth of the Christian Culture Series, is unique in 
Canadian educational circles. It was designed by the internationally famous 
Graham Carey, at the request of Father J. Stanley Murphy. C.S.B. On one 
side of this hand-engraved gold medal is: "Christian Culture Award 
Assumption College," with "Paul Doyon" and 1950 in the centre. On the 
other side, surrounding a beautiful engraving of the Gospel-mentioned mustard 
plant are the words in Latin: "Simile est regnum caelorum grano sin apis, 
"The Kingdom of Heaven is like unto a grain of mustard." 

Blind since the age of four, Paul Doyon, has ever conquered obelacles. 
Winner of the "Prix d'Europe", he studied in Paris voice, organ and piano. 
For over two decades, when not engaged in concert tours, Paul Doyon has 
been organist at his parish church. He is a worthy successor to previous 
Medallists: Sigrid Undset, Jacques Moritain, Philip Murray, Frank I. Sheed, 
Arnold M. Walter, Henry Ford II, George S. Sperti, Richard Pattie and 
E. Gilson. 
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The Basilian Fathers (C.S.B.) are a congregation of priests whose beginnings go 
back to the French Revolution and who were first organized as a religious society at 
Annonay, France, on Nov. 21, 1822. 

The first Basilian to come to America landed at New York on Sept. 4, 1850. He 
was Father Patrick Moloney, a native of Killaloe, Ireland. His purpose in coming, at 
the request of Count de Charbonnel, the second Bishop of Toronto, was to assist the 
new Bishop in the management of diocesan affairs. Two years later, in 1852, the first 
Basilian school in America, St. Michael's College, was opened in Toronto. In 1922 the 
Holy See, at the request of the French Province, separated the two Provinces into 
distinct Congregations: The Congregation of Priests of St. Basil of Toronto, and the 
Congregation of Priests of St. Basil of the Diocese of Viviers, France. 

And now, the turn of the 20th century marks the centennial anniversary of the 
Basilians in America. From Texas to Alberta, Basilian high schools and colleges be- 
speckle the continent. Their greatest achievement came in 1929 when the Pontifical 
Institute of Mediaeval Studies was established at Toronto, in accordance with the desire 
of the Holy See that "the Institute should strive to have and maintain at least one in¬ 
stitution with a charter from the Holy See empowering it to grant degrees." As time 
flies, education in North America is increasingly subjected to the enlightening influence 
of the Basilian Fathers. 

In every respect, they, live up to their motto "teach me goodness, discipline and 
knowledge." Their success in spreading these three tenets of Christianity is evidenced 
by the startling growth and expansion of Basilian schools in the Western Hemisphere. 

We, Assumption's students, are proud of the Basilian training which is ours in the 
field of Arts and Sciences. But our pride is overshadowed by our gratitude—our grati¬ 
tude to Assumption, to the Basilians and to God. May their achievements for the first 
hundred years be multiplied and rewarded a hundredfold for the next century. 














































The annual Arts Mass was held on October 6. 1949. in Assumption Church. College students ol Holy Name and Assumption 
colleges participated and Rev. J. H. O'Loane. President, celebrated the Mass. Father Dwyer addressed the assembled students. 
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This year has been an historic one in the cultural life of Assumption 
College, for it saw the first full scale musical production in the institutions 
history. The chosen vehicle was the satirical Mikado . 

On the afternoon of November i9th, the final dress rehearsal was held 
after four months of tireless effort by 150 people, cast and production staffs. 
Three days and 3,000 people later, all knew that they had a shme in a 
theatrical success. Rev. Leonard Quinlan directed the production and designed 
the costumes and settings. Musical director for the tuneful show was Mr^ 
Frank Menichetti, M.Mus.. who also moulded the College Glee Club and 
Thirty-piece orchestra into shape for the production. The thirty-two girl chorus, 
recruited in a city-wide talent search, was trained by Miss Mary Hasman, 
formerly of the Detroit Opera Guild, who also served as dramatic director 
and sang one of the principal roles. 

The Production Staff, comprising students and friends of the College, 
members of the Windsor Theatre Guild, and the College Dramatic Society, 
artistically executed the details of scenery, lighting, costumes, and irmkeup, 
providing color and realism for this operetta.

St. Denis Hall. 

The fine solo and ensemble performances of the leads, backed by the 
solid and harmonious vocalizations of the chorus and supported by a balanced 
orchestra, served notice that Assumption College had made an auspicious 
start in the field of Light Opera, and caused John Gardiner, of the Windsor 
Star, to describe the show as a:

MOST REV WILLIAM FRANCIS MURPHY 


When the leading news agences of Canada and the United 
States reported the death of Frank McIntyre, it brought real 
sorrow to thousands of former Assumption students from coast 
to coast. 

Famous actor on stage and radio, former president of the 
Alumni Association and president of the Rhetoric Class of 1896. 
Mr. McIntyre died on Wednesday. June 8. 1949. in St. Joseph's 
Hospital, Ann Arboi. Mich., where he had been taken a few days 
before. In failing health for several months, the 71.year-old 
most famous of Assumption's graduates and most beloved by the 
alumni had been in serious condition for only a week before his 
death. 

The veteran actor's long career on Broadway spanned three 
decades; for more than 30 years this unique combination of news¬ 
paperman. composer of music, radio and stage artist—all these 
endeared him to the hearts of a generation of theatre-goers 
especially. Assumption is proud of this intimate relation with 
this beloved world citizen, and just os they never forgot him in 
life, so shall they never forget him in death. 


The death of this first bishop of Saginaw. Mich., occurred on 
Janua^ 7, 1950. Born in Kalamazoo on May 11, 1885. he received 
his primary education at Lefevred Institute, now St. Augustine's 
parish school. In 1908. by special dispensation, he was ordained 
at the early age of 23 by Cardinal Respighi. After further studies 
at the Apollinaris, Father Murphy returned to the United States 
with the degree of S.T.D. and lector in Canon Law. 

Cardinal Mooney celebrated the pontificial funeral Mass on 
February 11 and Cardinal Samuel Stritch preached the sermon. 
Bishop Murphy was 40 years a priest, later becoming a pastor 
and finally a bishop. He has three sisters in the order of St. 
Joseph of Nazareth, religious fervour, as evidenced in him. being 
predominant in the rest of the family also. From 1902-04, he 
attended Assumption College and majored in philosophy; later 
in Rome, he pursued studies in theology. After serving assistant 
pastorship at Ann Arbor, Marine City and Detroit, he was ap¬ 
pointed founder and first pastor of St. David's. Detroit. The 
diocesan M.C. from 1919-38. he became Monsignor in 1934. On 
March 17, 1934. Pius XI named him Bishop of Saginaw, and on 
May 17 in Blessed Sacrament Cathedral. Detroit, he was conse¬ 
crated as such by Cardinal Mooney. June 1 saw him installed 
in his bishopric. The steady growth of that diocese is in no small 
way attributed to the beloved bishop. 

His association with Assumption College wos a brief one. 
but our prayers and those of the Alumni shall fashion this 
relationship into an everlasting one. Bishop Murphy was known 
in life not only for his personal sanctity, energy and adminis¬ 
trative ability, but also for bis keen Irish sense of humor. His 
death leaves a gap in the American Hierarchy that will be hard 
to fill. 


Permit me. on behalf of our great organization, to extend our heartiest congratulations to the members of the graduating class. 1 also wish at this 
time to welcome you into the midst of our ranks as members of our association. 

Yes, you are members of our association and you have nothing to say or do about it. However. YOU are solely responsible for the membership you 
devote to it the loyalty, the vitality, the enterprise, the originality, and the support that you devoted to your student member¬ 
ship? Before you answer that question I will briefly outline why you should. 

What is an alumnus? Taken from the Latin derivative alere—to nourish, the word is defined as a foster child, a pupil, therefore we are pupils, 
we are foster children of Assumption. We have been nourished academically by Assumption. Now. if Assumption has assumed the duties of a foster 
parent are we not correlatively bound to accept the converse duty of a foster child? In another vein, we have accepted the privilege of attending Assump¬ 
tion aiw of applying ourselves according to our desires. It is acknowledged that every privilege has a converse duty. Therefore it follows that having 
enjoyed our privilege we must fulfill our duty. Thus I conclude that an alumnus is a person who has a duty to his Alma Mater. 

What is that duty? That duty is best summed up in the prime objective of our association namely: "To promote Assumption College as an institution 
o advanced learning for all regardless of race, creed, or color." The secondary objective of our association is but a means to the fulfillment of the first, 
namely. The raising of funds for the promotion of scholarships." 

To speak of duties implies unpleasant tasks. The duty of which I speak is no longer difficult or unpleasant. It is in fact ideally pleasant for in the 
association we have the constant contact of our close friends, the camaraderie of our school days and the fulfillment of our duty is made easy and pleasant 
through the community of effort. And it is also pleasant in that there are no compulsory fees.
